Mr. and Mrs. Henry Conway 
had an extremely narrow escape 
from death by lightning last I ues- 
day night. 
W hile sitting by the 
lire in their home five miles north­ 
west from town, lightning struck 
the building and knocked part of 
the chimney down, shattering it 
from top to bottom. 
The house 
was torn open, and the ceiling 
parted from the side, letting the 
wind and rain in. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Conway were both knocked down 
and so badly shocked that they 
did not recover consciousness for 
something near 
an 
hour. 
Mr. 
Conway fell backwards, chair and 
all, and his wife fell forwards out 
of her chair on the door. 
Fire was 
knocked out on the door, and Mr. 
Con way's first action after b e g g ­ 
ing to revive was to overturn a 
bucket of water that was fortu­ 
nately in his reach, and put out 
the fire where itjwas burning the 
floor. 
Had 
the fire c night at 
first, while both were unconscious, 
they would 
have 
been 
burned 
with the house. 
That this terrible 
tragedy was averted is gratifying 
while the misfortune h quite a 
serious one to thfe young people 


A curious feature of the case 


was that every chair in the room 
was overturned. 
Everything on 
the mantel was totally destroyed, 
several bottles of medicine being 
hurled across the room and broken 
against the 
opposite wall. 
The 
windows on each side the fireplace 
were destroyed, the facing being 
torn off and thrown on the floor, 
while every pane of glass was bro 
ken with the exception of a single 
glass. 
Mr. Conway walked to his 
father’s house, near by, and told 
cf his disaster and was informed 
that it had been an hour or more 
since the peal cf thunder which 
did the work, and from this he 
judged how long 
he lay uncon­ 
scious. 
It must have been a pow 
erful current of 
electricity frpm 
the manner in which it wrecked 
the house.

CUBA REGULATIONS. 


Order Indued U.lallo* th* Dull— of tho 
Civil end Military Asthorin**. 


H av an a.Jan . 30.- The full te x t of th* 
o lder re latin g to the d uties of civil and 
m ilitary au th o rities has been issued. 
The m ost im p o rtan t provisions in ad d i­ 
tion to those already cabled ar* th a t 
after F eb ru ary all c .m m nnications be­ 
tw een civil and m ilitary a u th o rities and 
m em bers of the charge Will present th e 
m atters they have under advisem ent, 
which w ill require im m ediate action to 
the governor of the island personally 
for final decision; 
civil officials are 
charged w ith the conduct of civil af* 
fairs under the supervision of the m ili­ 
tary governor alone; d ep artm en t com ­ 
m anders are charged w ith the m ainte­ 
nance of public order in th e general 
sense of tho term . 
M ilitary officers, the order directs, 
are not to interfere w ith the civil a u ­ 
thorities except under extrem e condi­ 
tions, w here in th eir opinion, public or­ 
der, life and property are in danger. In 
this case they are authorized to suspend 
the offender tem p o rarily , rep o rtin g im ­ 
m ediately both by w ire and letter to 
the governor of the island 
The m ilitary au th o rities 
are 
also 
charged w ith the inspection of prison* 
th ro u g h o u t th eir districts a t least once 
a m onth, rep o rtin g on the sam e inde­ 
pendently of the civil reports. 
M ilitary 
officers m u st not in terfere w ith the p ub­ 
lic press unless such action shall be ab ­ 
solutely necessary, the continued pub­ 
lication of m atters tending to provoke a 
serious d istu rb an ce of the public peace 
or unless necessary to prevent obscene 
publications m enancing public m orals. 
The order d eclares^ th at the civil law 
w ill be found am ple to rig h t private 
wrongs. 
T he m ilitary a rs charged w ith 
the cap tu re of bandits w ho are to be 
turned over to the civil authorities, the 
m ilitary supplying the judges w ith all 
the evidence possible. 
D epartm ent com m anders shall cause 
once each q u a rte r an inspection of the 
public schools in th eir respective depart- 
m ant^ by arm y officers. 
The chiefs of the public w orks in each 
province and the m ilitary engineer* in 
each d ep artm en t w ill be associated for 
the purpose of in stru ctio n in the m eth ­ 
ods em ployed by the engineering d e p art­ 
m ent of the U nited S tates in estim ating 
upon 
constru ctio n s and 
contracts.
